the CIA regarding some observations I have made concerning the 
overall public relations position of the Agency among responsible 
pi ofessional and industrial persons. I had never met Mr. McCone 
and was therefore hesitant to write him.

During recent years I have felt that many intelligent and 
cnowledgable persons in increasing number do not understand the 
role of the CIA in our overall scheme of government. I have noticed 
particularly since the Cuban incident, that persons who should have 
a layman s appreciation of the valuable efforts of the CIA are in 
some cases woefully uninformed about its purpose. Their opinions 
as responsible citizens often mitigate against the necessary support 
that an agency of the government must have. 

Since my retirement in I960, I have been general manager of 

L^oc^aHo^ 1 ^ m ^ L ° S Angeles area and have h ^ d constant 

association with professional and management. executives.
